Reviving Liberalism. 

The news cabled to China the 
other day from London that’ the 
Liberal Party proposes to put 500 
candidates in the, field at the next 
General Election no doubt aroused 
the ‘query in many minds: Is there 
still a Liberal Party? Apparently 
there is, and Sir Herbert Samuel 
fs hard at work organising it. He 
believes that neither Conservatism 
nor Labour can meet the needs of 
the nation at this time and that 
if o Liberal Party did not exist it 
would be necessary to create one. 
In putting forward hia plana. far 
the resurrection of Liberalism Sir 
Herbert, of course, fndulges in 
much of the usual political‘ clap- 
trap. We are told about the 
powerful class. interests of Jand 
and capital that lead Conservatism 
and that (though not why) protec- 
‘tive tariffs would mean an in- 
crease in the high cost of living 
of ‘the people. It is always “the 
people” who are to benefit from 
the placing of any one party in 
power, according to the politicians. 
Coming, however, to the bounties 
that Liberalism would confer upon 
“the people” it fs seen that Sir 
Herbert's first plea of justification 
for the revivak-of the Party is that 
it Is always sood to have an alter- 
native Government in reserve, that 
“the people” cannot be tied to one 
administration. in perpetuity. The 
Labour Party, or a “Red” Party, 
or any other Party could, of course, 
use this argument with equal 
strength. . Before Setting forth the 
other Liberal arguments, all vague 
and {ndicative that ‘no definite 
policy. has yet been framed for the 
Party, it is as. well to observe that, 
in Sir Herbert's view. the Labour 
Party, a8 a potential governing 
force, is as equally useless as he 
makes out the Conservatives to be. 
Labour does not meet the needs of 
the nation. It hag tied its fortunes 
definftely to the theory of social- 
ism. Its foundation is a crumbling 
one and {ntellectually its position 
will not stand criticiam, so its 
efforts are bound to fall. As for 
‘the Liberal aims, we are told that 
a large series of. measures has 
been, or fs being, ‘carefully pre- 
fared—dealing with the relations 
of employers and workers, with 
unemployment, with the question of 
the coal: mines, with the use of 
Tand in thé towns and around them, 
with the use of agricultural Jand. 
with the needs of agricultural 
labourers “and with a variety of 
other matters: closely touching the 
well-being of the people.” All of 
which does not sound very :edify- 
ng. .
